R. PEARSON, A REALIST, 
asks Canadians to face the real 
facts of their partnership with the 
United States. The first fact, im- 
posed by history and geography, is 
that Canada must be involved in 
any great war involving the United 
States. ‘Today, I think,” Mr. Pear- 
son says, “that the neutrality of 
either of us, if the other were 
engaged in a major war in whicia its 
very existence were at stake, would 
be unthinkable.” 


This does not mean, he adds, that” 


Canada accepts the United States’ 
commitments to help Chiang Kai- 
shek in Formosa and the offshore 
Chinese islands, ‘‘but that is not the 
same thing as. saying that they may 
not involve us. And it certainly is 
not the same as saying that they do 
not concern us.” 

In other words, Mr. Pearson is 
saying that if the United States en- 
gages in some distant peripheral war 
which does not risk serious dainage 
to America and pursues that war for 
reasons which Canada does not ac- 
cept, then we might refuse to par- 
ticipate. As he has stated before, in 
the case of Formosa, our present 
obligations are only those of a mem- 
ber of the United Nations. We have 
accepted no concrete obligation to 
the United States in this area 

But the purpose of Mr. Pearson's 
significant speech evidently is to 
warn Canadians that local wars often 
expand into great wars. And in any 
great war threatening the United 
States neutrality is impossible for 
us. 

Of course it is. Canada's primary 
defense, as a part of North America, 
is the power of the United States: 
In the air age we cannot possibly 
defend our own territory alone from 
a large aggressor. We have 
nized that fact in the Ogdensburg 
agreement. of 1940 and in our joint 
defense planning since then. 

If we gladly accept the. support 
of American power we must also ac- 


The Session’s 


RITISH COLUMBIA'S 24TH 
Legislature has prorogued its 
sometimes turbulent third session 
and left a record that deserves public 
scrutiny. 

Stripped of the hot words and 
political drama which gave if life, 
the session was notable for a few 
cold facts. 

Chief among these were expendi- 
ture estimates raised to an all time 
high. The Government, elected on 
pledges of economy, has arranged to 
spend more than any of its predeces- 
sors. To do this it is billing the public 
for high taxes and is, through gua- 
rantees to specific agencies, embark- 
ing on a borrowing program of ur- 
usual proportions. Finally, it is—-in 
the terms of the estimates at 
budgeting for a deficit 

The performance leaves 
phrases as “pay-as-you-go” 
reduction” and “economy” just 
much fly-blown window dressing 
yellowing in the political show case.

As The Christian Science Monitor 
noted the other day: “Frequertly 
the restraining influence on Washing- 
ton which is presumed to be from 
London actually comes from Ottawa. 
More than once during recent years 
Ottawa has exercised almost a veto 
on the plans and policies of Wash- 
ington. Canada is one of the new 
centres of influencé and power in 
the world and one which very much 
possesses a mind of its own.”

That is why zovern- 
ments -are unable to cope with reality 
when elected assemblies and mass opin- 
ion become decisive in the state, when 
there are no statesmen to resist the 
inclination of the voters and there are 
only politicians .to exite to exploit them. 

“There is then a general tendency to 
be drawn downward as by the force of 
gravity towards insolvency, towards the 
insecurity of factualism, towards the 
eroston of liberty and towards hyper- 
bolic wars.” 

This latter part is not only the hight 
of illogic which becomes hyperbolic nor 
sense when we consider that wars are 
planned by heads of governments and 
camarillas around them, not by the will 
of the people. It the cost of wars 
which causes insolvency. The suspension 
of morality in times of war causes 
security and mental confusion. Near'y 
all wars have stupid in origin,

Not a week passes but I hear from some 
good, kindly person who wants to help me 
and humanity by telling how he was cured 
miraculously and .suddenly, perhaps of 
cancer by some simple remedy For in- 
stance, in today’s mail comes a letter from 
a woman who says that one morning she 
woke with a lumbago so bad she couldn't get 
out of bed without help. That night she 
couldn't get back into bed, 
so she had to sleep in a 
rocking-chair. An old 
grandmother came in and 
said, “Take olive oil three 
times a day, and in three 
days you will be well.” The 
woman. took the oil; she 
got well, and now she 
wants everyone everywhere 
to know how easy it is to 
cure lumbago. 

The only trouble with 
this is that once, some years ago, I too woke 
with such a terrible lumbago, that I could 
hardly get out of bed, and that night I could 
not get back into bed. I, too, had to sleep in 
a chair. Three days later I was well, but I 
didn’t take anything! When the pain was 
particularly bad I got into a tub of hot water, 
and the heat gave me enough relief. Other 
unfortunate persons get lumbago and it stays 
on for weeks in spite of anything their doctor 
can do. I am sure they could drink a barrel 
of olive oil, and they would be no better. 

We all forget that most diseases tend: to 
let up, and the symptoms tend to go away, 
at least for a while. As a result, whatever 
the patient happens to be taking at the time 
gets the credit for a cure. That it wasn’t a

be shown by the fact that if 25 patients with 
the disease are given this remedy, it may not 
work for a single one of them. I have seen 
this happen a hundred times, and this is why 
I have so little hope when people write me 
about a “cure.” 


‘CURE’ THAT FAILED 

Fifty years ago, When I was an intern, 
there was much excitement about a man 
with. a severe arthritis who, after being 
stung severely by a swarm of angry bees, 
got well, When this was published, phy- 
sicians all over the world started injecting 
formic (the active constituent of bee, poison) 
into the skin around the joints of crippled 
patients. I must have tried it on 50 patients 
before I quit> I quit because no-one egot 
well. Every so often today I read of some- 
one who still is advocating the bee-sting 
treatment for arthritis. 

Doctors have, of course, learned of a few 
good treatments by listening to lay persons 
Dr. William Jenner discovered vaccination 
for smallpox when he paid attention to the 
statement of milkmaids that they never got 
smallpox because they had caught “cow 
pox” from the infected udders of their cows.

I am always: interested in the “cures” 
that kind people tell me about, but I cannot 
get very enthusiastic because I know that, 
in the past, 98 out of 100 such cures have 
failed to work well enough to make them 
worthy trying regularly. 


CATARACTS IN THE EYES 

What are they? When an ophthalmolo- 
gist or eye specialist speaks of a cataract 
he means an opacity of the lens in the eye. 
Instead of looking like clear glass it be- 
comes like frosted glass. An opacity of the 
front window of the eye is different, and is 
usually due to scarring following an ulcer- 
ation, or following some blow to the eye or 
burning with some chemical. With this 
clouding of the anterior window, relief can 
sometimes be given with an operation in 
which a little piece of cornea from someone 
is transplanted. This makes a little clear 
window through which the person can see. 
It is a difficult operation, but experts can get 
good results with it. 


We don't always know exactly why 
cataracts come with age. A few come in 
childhood, and others come in middle age, 
perhaps because of diabetes or some other 
disease. Some lenses cloud up rapidly, and 
some cloud slowly; some cataracts come in 
both eyes, and some come only in one eye. 
When one eye is involved it often is best 
to leave the cataract alone. If it is removed 
and the pati@nt wants to use the eye, he 
must have a powerful lens put in front of it. 
With this the image he sees in his brain may 
be so different in size from the image seen 
with the normal eye that the two eyes can- 
not possibly work together. As I often say, 
it would be like harnessing a Kentucky race- 
horse and a donkey to the same cart. 


NOT WORTH DOING 


Quite a few persons with perfect sight 
in one eye get a bit angry with their ophthal- 
mologist when he refuses to operate on the 
cataract in the dther eye. Unfortunately he 
does not always. stop to explain to them in 
simple words why he doesn’t think the work 
is worth doing 

Often a person has to wait a while until 
the cataract is hard enough so that it can 
easily be removed. Usually what the eye 
surgeon does is to make a cut through the 
upper part of the cornea or window of the 
eve. He cuts the capsule of the lens and 
gently pushes the lens out. With local 
anesthesia the person feels no pain. 

Many persons ask me if removal of a 
cataract is too dangerous for their old parent, 
but I say that today there is little danger 
attached to the operation; there is no réason 
why any spry old person, even of 90, should 
die of it. He has everything to gain and 
usually nothing to lose. The doctor cannot 
guarantee a perfect result because in rare 
cases things can go wrong. The thing to do 
is to go to a good ophthalmologist and to 
take his advice.

Oxford-Cambridge line-up, 
and who are we to dispute 
those who say their fore- 
bears first started packing 
leather around and defied 
someone else to stop them 
from doing it. 

A history of the game at 
Cambridge, to be as precise 
as possible from this dis- 
tance, is, to a large extent, 
a history of the game itself. 

It was, the historians re- 
late, and Old Rugbeian, 
Arthur Pell, MP, who intro- 
duced the game to the uni- 
versity. Rules were far 
from stabilized at first— 
: this was over 100 years ago, 
mind—and this appeared for a time to sound the possible 
death-knell of what to many was an excellent sport. 

However, as membership in the game rose, representatives 
of Old Boys of the leading Public Schools drew up an amalga- 
mated code of laws in 1863. 

This was an attempt to bring together players from 
Rugby and Eton, who had previously been brought up under 
different codes of behavior on the playing field. But the 
Rugby chaps would have none of the Etonians and broke 
away to play their own game. 


When Everybody Joined In 


The general public of that era was confused, too, and 
thought the sportsmen mad when they happened by chance 
to see what then passed for rugby. And as often as not 
Spectators used to enter the field of play in an attempt to 
separate the players whom they thought were fighting. 

But by 1872, cooler heads had prevailed, both on the play- 
ing field and off, and, as an athletic revival swept the country, 
it was decided that Cambridge should accept the going rules, 
and “play ball,” at least in committee. 

That same year the Cambridge University Football Club 
was formed and the Rugby Football Union was founded as 
the central controlling body. 

The Oxford-Cambridge feud is about as old as the game. 
Oxonians will probably point with pride to the fact that al- 
though Cambridge lays claim to starting this whole idea of 
running with a ball, Oxford has run better when they have 
run agains one another. The overall record between the 


two schools is 33 victories for Oxford to 27 by Cambridge with 
11 matches drawn,

licenses? E.A.W. 

A. It is assumed you mean 
yearly license fees for motor 
vehicles, The Times has not 
found available any official 
publication setting forth such 
figures for the 10 provinces. 
If there was one its contents 
would be much too bulky for 
this column. However, an un- 
official computation as to how 
much it costs to keep a car 
on the road for a year in each 
province may be made by 
dividing the total provincial 
revenues from licenses, gaso-, 
line tax, etc., by the total num- 
ber of vehicles, including cars, 
trucks and motorcycles. That 
calculation on the basis of 
totals for the year 1953 gives 
the following cost per vehicle 
for each of four of the prov- 
inces: B.C 57; Saskatche- - 
wan, $76.40; Ontario, $78.76; 
Quebec, $125.72 (that province 
has a 13-cent gasoline tax.

HEART, LUNG ‘LOAN’ 
SAVES LITTLE GIRL, 7 


* LONDON (UP) — A highly 
placed authogity on Britain's 
atomic weapons program said 
Tuesday that Britain has dis- 
covered the secret of building 
low-cost, “budget” hydrogen 
bombs, 


The source confirmed 
the new “cheap” process en- 
abled Britain to slash her 
budget for nuclear research and 
development at the very time 
when the nation announced its 
plans to builg its own H-bombs 
rather than rely on American 
production. 

CHEAPER RESEARCH 

This highly reliable source 
was specifically asked if hy- 
drogen bomb research and de- 
velopment is being done more 
cheaply than anticipated. He 
said that conclusion is corréct

“bang” into its H-bombs with a! 
smaller outlay of money. 

The source also clarified 
Foreign Minister Anthony 
Eden's cryptic statement that 
H-bomb tests now are possible 
without explosions. 

What was meant, he said, was 
that scientists have developed 
paper reseatch on the H-bomb 
to such an extent that no ex- 
plosion is needed until the final 
assembly of the weapon. He 
said, however, that the ultimate 
“proof: positive” still would be 
the explosion 

Mr. Eden's statement in Com- 
mons that explosions are no 
longer necessary jarred the jit 
tery British press and brought 
out a rash of headlines like 
“No-Bang H-Bomb Tests Now!” 

The Daily Herald spoke of 
“The Silent Dangers” and The 
News Chronicle said “No Check 
on H-Test Now.” 

The Chronicle theorized that 
Mr. Eden was referring to re 
search based on past explosions 
or experiments in radiological 
warfare 

The Daily Express believed 
it was the former and pointed 
out_that Russia staged a hydro 
gen bomb more than a 
year ago 

Mr. Eden told Commons that 
atomic and thermonuclear tests 
were a “question to which we 
have’ given. a great deal of 
thought and discussed with our 
Allies.” 

“There is a fundamental dif 
ficulty about it,” he said. “Un 
fortunately an explosion is not 
the final expression of what is 
going on. You cannot exclude 
the possibility of experiments 
being carried out now without 
explosions. 

CAN'T BE OBSERVED 

“That would not have applied 
two or three years ago. But I 
am afraid it does apply now. 
We were hopeful it might offer 
a useful méasure for some ar- 
rangement about a year ago 
But I am afraid that the ad 
vance of science dimmed our 
hopes because what could be 
observed then cannot neces- 
sarily be observed now.

These were the findings of 
preliminary studies following 
circulation of Greater Victoriz 
$4,039,944 school. budget 
municipalities Tuesday night. 


TWO FACTORS 


The two basic factors affe~i 
ing thhe tax levies are the 
equalization of assessments and 
a complete revamping of the 
government's s em of school 
and civic grants. 

What the one gives, the other 
appears to take away, and in 
the case of Saanich;-the effect 
jis most serious. 

The school budget showed, 
Saanich faced with raising by 
taxes $511,768 for school costs 
This was a reduction from last 
year of $61,105. But the gain 
was far outweighed by a loss 
in provincial grants in aid 

In 1954 Saanich received 
$432,022 as a split on SS MA 
tax receipts and motor vehicle 
license tolls. 

But under the new per capita 
grant system, Saanich can only 
expect provincial aid this, year 
to the extent of $212,386. The 
lost aid from the province of 
$219,636 is reduced by the small 
gain of $61,105 in municipal 
{sharing of school costs. But it 
still means Saanich is out 
$158,531.
